Former Dean At Loyola 
Appointed To New Position 





Word has been received from 
Rome that the Very Rev. Norbert 
de Boynes, S.J., Vicar-General of 
the Society of Jesus, has been 
pleased to appoint the Very Rev. 
John L. Swain, S.J., provincial of 
the Society’s Upper Canadian Pro- 
vince. Many at Loyola will remem- 
ber Father Swain as Dean of Stud- 
ies here from the autumn of 1940 
until that of 1943, when he left to 
become socius to his predecessor 
as provincial, Very Rev. Thomas 
Mullaly, S.J. 


Father Swain was born in 
Kemptville, Ont., and entered tha 
Society in 1925. His studies in 
Philosophy were made in Montreal] 
at the College of the Immaculate 
Conception, and in Toronto at the 
Jesuit Seminary. Following this, 
he taught for a year at Regiopolis 
College in Kingston, proceeding 
afterwards to the Gregorian Uni- 
versity in Rome for his theology. 
Fr. Swain was ordained to the 
Priesthood on July 25th, 1936, 
and returned to Canada for a 
year’s Parish work dn Pork Arthur. 

After his year’s tertianship in 
Port Townsend, Washington, Fr 
Swain came to Loyola to become 
Dean. Those who were privileged 
to know him, will rejoice in the 
great honour which has been ac- 
corded him, and the may rest as- 
sured that his many friends at 
Loyola wish him the greatest suc- 
cess in his important and arduous 
office.

Joe White And Paul Orr 
Eloquent At People’s Forum 








It was in the auditorium of 
Montreal High School the evening 
of Monday last, that the Loyola 
Debating Society represented by 
Joseph White and Paul Orr ap- 
peared before the Peoples’ Forum 
for the first time. The resolution: 
“That Ireland’s policy of Neutral- 
ity in World War II was perfectly 
justified’? was very capably defen- 
ded by the Loyola men, who were 
opposed by Russ Maryfield and 
Kenneth Scott of the Junior Board 
of Trade. 

The arguments of the Affirma- 
tive team were very sound indeed, 
and their delivery exceedingly 
forceful. Justice was not to be con- 
|fused with Charity or Expediency, 
they pointed out, and had occasion 
to reiterate time and again 
throughout the course of the de- 
bate. It is feared, however, that 
the members of this team rather 
overworked the pronoun “I’’. 
While this point is not of great 
importance, it provided a slight 
‘jarring note. The manner of both 
speakers for the Negative side was 
quiet and pleasing. Here again, it 
can be noted that sound argu- 
|ments were brought to the fore, 
but several attempts at humour at 
the expense of their opponents fell 
on rather unresponsive ears.
